THE LONDON SCHOOL OF HYGIENE AND TROPICAL 
| MEDICINE 


the London School of Hygiene and Tropical 

Medicine, Keppel-street, London, W.C.1, 

and we explored this interesting building 
and its magnificent collection of exhibits, its laboratories 
and library. 

The London School of Tropical Medicine is one of the 
many schools of the University of London. Its found- 
ation originated in a recommendation of the Athlone 
Committee in 1921, and in 1924 there was amalgamated. 
with it the old London School of Tropical Medicine, 
founded in 1899 by Mr. Joseph Chamberlain at the 
instance of Sir Patrick Manson, and administered for 
many years under the aegis of the Seamen’s Hospital 
Society. The School was opened by H.R.H. the 
Prince of Wales in 1929. With it was incorporated 
in 1934 the Ross Institute. This amalgamation has 
established a greatly strengthened liaison with all 
branches of industry having business in the tropics. 


During a visit to the School we were interested in 
the spacious museum, which occupies portions of three 
floors of the building. A portion of the second floor 
some 5,600 square feet in extent is devoted to exhibits 
illustrating the main aspects of public health activity, 
and in some 4,000 square feet of floor space in the 
basement are housed the exhibits of sanitary engineering 
which would certainly attract the attention of our readers. 


Many are the demonstrations of processes of water 
softening and sterilisation ; illustrations and models 
showing geological strata and sources of water supplies, 
conservancy, drainage, building construction, town 
planning schemes, etc. Methods for the sterilisation of 

Swimming baths are demonstrated, and facts about British 
spas, together with the composition of their waters, and 
methods of.treatment, are explained fully. 


A large selection of fitments used in water works 
and water mains is displayed, and the drainage exhibi- 
tion contains a large selection of the various types of 
pipes, grids, traps, etc., used in drainage work. The 
building construction section is also especially instructive 
because of its. large-scale model which illustrates the 
details of floor construction and flooring, building of 
walls, roofs, foundations, plumbing, and drainage 
One section is devoted to town planning. In this 
is arranged a series of up-to-date model schemes similar 
to those planned in various parts of towns and the 
country generally. 


It is not our province to enumerate all the multi- 
farious activities of the School.and the material of its 
curriculum, though we were impressed by the enormous 
amount of useful matter in all its departments, having 
a direct bearing on the subject of slum clearance and 
rehousing, now occupying so much of the time and 
attention of Parliament, the Ministry of Health, and 
the individual local authorities ; the thorough and ex- 
tensive training. given .in the School in matters relating 
to the national effort to raise the standard of the 
dwellings of the poorer classes is to be noted. 


‘This department organises courses for medical officers 
of health to enable them to obtain a diploma in public 
health (D.P.H.), if successful in the appropriate exam- 
ination held by the London University. The work of 
an M.O.H. brings him in close contact with architects 
and builders, and he can at all times be a powerful 
ally when scientific methods are invented to render 
planning and building more efficient, especially when 
it is necessary to make a way through the hedge of 
antiquated restrictions and by-laws. For example, 
many bodies whose object is to explore and develop 


R ie we accepted an invitation to visit 


more efficient methods of sanitation in building con- 
struction have for a long time recommended the “ one- 
pipe” system of drainage, and have recognised with 
appreciation the co-operation of many medical officers 
of health who have introduced the system in their 
administrative areas. Again, with the aid of more 
progressive medical officers of health, it has been possible 
to instal water-closets internally—that is, not abutting 
on an outside wall, as is yet demanded in many districts. 


‘In such matters the medical officer of health who has 


had the privilege of the scientific and practical training 
provided by the School, has considerable advantage 
over his colleague who has not had such a training. 


Glancing at the prospectus of the courses of study 
for the Diploma in Public Health, we note that the 
Professor of the Division of Public Health is the Dean 
himself—Professor W. W. Jameson. He is assisted 
by lecturers well known for the part they have taken 
in the administration of the public health of this country. 
The course includes some 90 or more lectures and demon- 
strations on the theory and practice of public health 
administration and the principles of sanitary jaw ; 
18 lectures and 36 hours’ practical work and demon- 
strations of physiology applied to hygiene and industry, 
including physics, radiology, electrology, meteorology, 
climatology and the use of meteorological instruments, 
together with a short course on medical industrial 
psychology—and_ specially noted by one concerned 
with building and architecture, is the fact that there 
are also lectures by Mr. H. H. Clay on sanitary engin- 
eering, municipal and domestic sanitation, building 
sites and site planning, preparation and reading of 
plans, building materials, principles of building con- 
struction, heating, lighting, ventilation, the sanitation 
of houses, factories, workshops, dairies, etc., water- 
storage and distribution, drainage, sewage disposal 
from isolated buildings, disposal of house refuse, 
urban and rural sanitary administration, sanitation 
of ships, field sanitation, etc. Very comprehensive is 
the course of study, in which has been intelligently incor- 
porated every department of practical science demanded 
in a post-graduate course for the medical graduate in- 
tending to take office in a public health department. 


Lectures are given in the vicinity of the appropriate 
exhibits, and certain boroughs and districts generously 
afford practical experience to the students attending 
the School by allowing them to visit works in progress 
and also to assist in their offices so as to learn routine 
and management. The Dean is at all times willing 
that interested parties should visit the School, and 
will arrange that they be conducted on a tour of 
inspection through the building. Apart from teaching, 
the School also carries out a great deal of scientific 
research. As a result of extensive research on the uses of 
metallic tinfoils for insulation against heat and cold 
new materials have been produced and made available 
for building purposes in this country and the tropics. 
Aluminium foil bonded to asbestos roofing felt by a 
waterproof bitumen adhesive is sufficiently strong and 
durable for use in buildings, and when a layer of this 
bright metallic material is placed medially in the air 
space of a hollow wall or ceiling, the increased insulation 
against heat or cold is equivalent to that which would 
be afforded by slab cork one inch in thickness or 13 
inches of brickwork. In a case where the material was 


built in the hollow wall of a wooden hutment the heat 
required in winter was reduced to one-third the amount 
formerly required. 

The School is open at the usual hours to any persons 
who can claim to be interested in its work.

Tue decision of Hudders- 
Huddersfield’s field Corporation not to 
Architect’s appoint: a borough archi- 
Department. rect (a decision which was 
arrived at by a margin of 
a single vote) has drawn a letter in the 
local press from Mr. Norval R. Paxton, 
Hon. Secretary of the West Yorkshire 
Society of Architects. Mr. Paxton, in 
the course of his communication, at- 
tributes to the municipal authority 
an attitude towards architecture and 
architectural amenities that is “ retro- 
grade ” and “‘ far below that of a large 
proportion of the community.” With- 
out necessarily allying ourselves to this 
statement, we do feel that the Corpora- 
tion, in arriving at its decision, is not 
moving with the times. A number of 
important cities have lately appointed 
a Borough architect to take full 
charge of the municipal building opera- 
tions. The latest is Glasgow, where, in 
Sir John Stirling-Maxwell’s words, 
“The Corporation have made a wise 
move. Fifty thousand houses,” he 
continued, “‘ have been built without a 
city architect, but another 40,000 
have still to be tackled, and the City 
Fathers realise now that work on that 
scale ought not to be relegated to the 
anonymous staff of a municipal office.” 
We sincerely hope that Huddersfield 
will reconsider its decision. We believe 
that the first step towards better 
municipal architecture is to place in 
control a man trained as an architect. 
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We have referred on 
Flowers several occasions to 
goles. the work of the London 
Boxes, ardens Society which 


has been encouraging a 
return to the once general window 
box. The excellent results of this 
campaign are now apparent to all 
who go about the Metropolis. Flowers 
in window-boxes, tubs and even on 
the top of theatre marquises are to be 
seen throughout the West-End, and 
very charming they are. The East- 
End, as those who know it are well 
aware, have always been champions 
of the window-box, and it is good to 
hear that the Society is taking steps 
to encourage the provision of window- 
boxes in blocks of tenement flats. 
Where the flats are in reinforced 
concrete it is possible to allow a deep 
slot in the structure at the sill which 
can be filled in with soil, and in steel- 
framed structures brackets may be 
fixed to support the boxes. The 
possibilities for thus decorating our 
buildings are very considerable.

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have made little use of recent technical 
discoveries, by which concrete and 
cement can be made in lovely hues.” 
Mr. Bodkin, we feel, does less than 
justice to architects. The “ colourist 
group,” led by the late Halsey Ricardo, 
made a good many experiments in this 
direction, thirty years ago, and if-there 
is one claim above others that modern 
architects may make it is that colour is 
introduced, wherever possible, in the 
form of metal-work, etc. The crux of 
the matter is that colour on a large 
scale is not suitable in English in- 
dustrial towns. Grime and soot show 
up less on a neutral-tinted building than 
on one more gaily coloured. We believe 
that the best results will continue to be 
obtained by colour-relief in the form 
of painted windows, doors, architectural 
metal work, flags and, not least, the 
window box. We agree with Mr. 
Bodkin that these should be provided 
in the sill rather than spoil the fenestra- 
tion by placing wooden boxes on the 
sill. 


Tue Interim Report of 
f the Departmental Com- 
Page 2 mittee appointed by

upon materials and methods of con- 
struction suitable for the building of 
flats for the working-classes”’ was 
issued this week, and we give a sum- 
mary of its contents on page 30 of 
this issue. The Committee, the chair- 
man of which was Sir George Hum- 
phreys, included many distinguished 
architects and others prominent in 
the building industry and well informed 
as to housing requirements, notably 
Mr. Ewart S. Andrews, Mr. H. V. 
Ashley, Dr. Oscar Faber, Mr. L. H. 
Keay, Mr. Francis Lorne, Mr. Stanley 
C. Ramsey and Dr. Stradling. The 
Committee has dealt very usefully 
with a great variety of details of 
building construction and equipment, 
and it makes many valuable sugges- 
tions for increased economy and 
efficiency. Its recommendations de- 
serve, as we hope they will receive, 
the careful attention of all architects, 
builders, local authorities and others 
concerned with the erection of the great 
numbers of working-class flats which 
are contemplated under the Govern- 
ment’s housing and slum clearance 
proposals.

Preservation of St. Mary’s Guildhall, Lincoln.

Origin of the Term ‘‘O-Gee”’ as Applied to 
Mouldings. 

Srr,—I have been looking up encyclopedias, 
dictionaries and other works of reference on 
this subject, and am rather dissatisfied with 
the suggestion that ‘‘ O-gee ”’ is a corruption 
or variant of ‘‘ ogive.’’ Between -the illus- 
trations I have seen of ‘“‘ogive’’ and the: 
ordinary ‘‘ O-gee ’’ moulding there seems very 
little real resemblance. 

But my father, who was in the timber trade 
(after being apprenticed to quite a different 
line of business), was the son of a foreman 
carpenter, who worked in the north of 
England a hundred years or more ago, and I 
often heard him speak of this moulding as 
‘““Grecian O-G.” Now, considering that 
neither my grandfather nor my father had 
an acquaintance at all with Greek, the 
resemblance of the Greek letter ‘‘O-G,’’? QT 
to an ‘‘o-gee”’ moulding is remarkable, and 
I wondered if any old members of the trade, 
especially in the north of England, could 
remember the same term being used by any 
of the older men they knew, or whether even 
the term is still in use in any district. As, 
apparently, there is no point in saying 
‘““o-gee’’ instead of “‘ogive”’ (it is no 
shorter), it seems more reasonable to suppose 
that it refers to a quite different moulding.

BOLTON.

The site plan is reproduced on this page, 
and we take the following points from the 
conditions :— 

Any questions which the competitors desire 
to ask must be addressed to the Director of 
Education before August 17. The site is indi- 
cated by a heavy black line on the plan, and 
the improved street line to Manchester-road 
is shown. If competitors wish to set back 
any portion of the new buildings they may do 
so, but there must be no projection beyond 
the building ‘line. Although future exten- 
sions are not at present contemplated, it is 
desirable, but not essential, for competitors 
to show if such are possible on the site with- 
out altering the main fabric. 


Construction.—The construction must be 
fireproof throughout and must comply with 
all the local by-laws, the floor loadings being 
in accordance with the L.C.C., 1932, Code of 
Practice. There will be no objection to the 
incorporation of welded steelwork in the 
fabric. The floors must be of soundproof 
design. 

The use of basement rooms for class work 
of any kind must be avoided. All rooms of a 
workshop nature must be single story with 
top natural lighting and on the ground level. 
Consideration should be given to roof designs 
{for workshops) necessitating the minimum 
number of pillars, and to the employment of 
easily removable partitions between the vari-

ous sections. In the design emphasis is laid 
upon the desirability of straightforward and 
economical planning. The elevations should 
be dignified, expressive of the purpose of the 
buildings, and free from  over-elaboration. 
Brick facing of suitable character should be 
used but may be relieved, if and where neces- 
sary, by stone. The main frontage is to be 
to Manchester-road. 

The following suggestions are made: (a) 
Service entrance may be in Bell-street with 
goods hoist to various floors; (b) Entrance 
for fuel from Gorton-street; (c) Internal 
courts should be avoided. Unobstructed 
corridors should be at least 7 ft. wide. 

ScHEDULE or AccommopatTion.—Following 
are the main departments. Figures in paren- 
theses indicate the floor areas.

Points from the Conditions. 


Portsmouth, with a population of approxi- 
mately 250,000, is not only an extremely 
important naval centre, but also a popular 
holiday resort. The area for which the 
Corporation invite designs, lies on the main 
sea-front and in ‘the centre of a high-class 
residential area, the amenities of which must 
be strictly preserved. The area indicated on 
the plan edged black and marked Lumps 
Fort area, has on the two extremities been 
laid out as a miniature golf course on the 
eastern end, and a canoe lake and gardens 
on the west; whilst the Corporation would 
like to retain these two features, if possible, 
the competitors are at liberty to vary the 
existing arrangement if they feel it is 
essential to the success of their scheme. The 
main traffic circulation from Portsmouth 
approaches the site from the western end, 
whilst the main stream of traffic from other 
areas is via Festing-road and St. George’s- 
road. Improved traffic facilities adjoining the 
site are desirable. The inclusion of some of 
the following features might be considered : 
(1) A winter garden with a seating capacity 
of 1,500, capable of being used for concerts, 
with cloakroom and lavatory accommodation, 
and with access to the cenvral café; (2) a 
bathing pool, approximately 165 ft. by 90 ft.

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“ THE BUILDER” DEBATE 


LXXVII.—ARCHITECTS AND THE PUBLIC. 

“That the architectural profession re- 
ceives little consideration or respect from the 
public.”’ 

Srr,—Far from considering that this debate 
is of interest only to those outside the pro- 
fession, as ‘‘ Positive’’ suggests, surely it is 
of supreme concern to those who earn their 
living by this means. With regard to the 
well-worn complaint about the large number 
of buildings erected without calling in the 
services of an architect, I cannot help feel- 
ing that this point has been overworked. We 
have no records to show what the percentage 
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was in the latter half of last century, and it 


‘is often forgotten that there was a tremen- 


dous amount of speculative work in those 
days, extending in dull repetition through 
street after street of our towns. Very few 
of these could have enjoyed the services of 
an architect. If they did, then:surely this 
was the reason why the practice was discon- 
tinued, for it was a sorry exhibition. Look- 
ing farther back, we know that quite sub- 
stantial town houses were built in the 
country towns during the eighteenth century 
before practising architects had made their 
appearance in the less important provinces. 
Whether these were designed by surveyors or 
by master craftsmen is not known, but they 
are a credit to their origin. Looking back 
still farther, we are left in no doubt that the 
small houses and cottages of the Tudor period 
were evolved simply out of clear-sighted 
craftsmanship. 

I agree, however, that in these days pro- 
fessional control of the smallest class of 
work is very needful, and I maintain that 
it is growing. That is the essential differ- 
ence between the mental approach to the 
situation taken by the parties of this debate. 
In my view we are seeing an important, if 
small, advance into a new field of design 
which has been within the architect’s sphere 
for less than a century. In my opponent’s 
view there is the vague suggestion that this 
field was once entirely the architect’s and that 
he has lost 90 per cent. of it. I regard this 
as an entire misrepresentation of the present 
state of affairs, and one tending to depress 
the members of a profession that needs all 
its courage. 5 

‘“* Positive ’’ next suggests that the cultured 
section of the community can do anything 
for architects if they will. Actually they 
have done much, and in particular within 
the Town and Country Planning Act, which 
‘* Positive’? seems to decry. The mere fact 
that local authorities now have power to 
adjudicate upon elevational design must be 
to the ultimate advantage of the profession, 
since the most obtuse of citizens must know 
that architects are at least experts in design, 
and that designs will be more easily passed 
if prepared by experts than by laymen. I 
consider that those clauses of the Act which 
deal with this matter are essentially a mark 
of respect for the architectural profession. 

With regard to the Registration Act, this, 
as my opponent knows, is a thorny subject. 
But it seems highly unjust to attribute the 
defects of the Act to the public. It is essen- 
tially a domestic measure touching the imme- 
diate interests of only a small section of the 
community, even when including those 
various trades and professions on its out- 
skirts. The patching and amending of the 
Act arose out of no public movement, but 
out of the vociferous complaints of interested 
parties only slightly related to the profession. 
The public are only faintly interested spec- 
tators of the contest, as we architects should 
be in a similar movement in some other pro- 
fession. * 

Probably ‘‘ Positive’’ himself knows very 
little ‘about the Registration of Dentists, 
which was achieved on very similar lines to 
those we have accepted, and may contain just 
as many anomalies. If this matter did not 
appear to ‘‘ Positive’’ to be a vital public 
interest, it is hardly fair to expect the lay- 
man to regard our little domestic affair in 
any different light. 

With regard to municipal work, I am in- 
clined to think that upon this point only has 
‘* Positive’ registered any semblance of suc- 
cess; but we have not arrived at the 
stage at which hope need be lost in_ this 
connection. It is, however, for the public to 
make its will felt upon the matter, and for 
the architect to awaken that sense of respon- 
sibility. Apart from this point, however, 
feel that nothing has been shown to support 
the contention that the public respect for the 
profession is of little or no extent. On the 
contrary, I think it will be generally agreed 
that a more sympathetic edr is being lent to 


the profession than for many a long year. 
NEGATIVE. 
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THE NEW GUILDHALL, KINGSTON-ON- 
THAMES

Ir is an interesting reflection on the far- 
reaching influence of modern transport on 
life and thought to realise that the mention 
of Kingston-on-Thames nowadays will most 
probably invoke, in the minds of the modern 
speed-loving generation, the great By-pass 
road which avoids it rather than the ancient 
Royal Borough itself. Yet the By-pass has 
only existed a few years, whilst Kingston 
has been a place of considerable importance 
for over eleven centuries. There are but 
three Royal Boroughs in England, and of 
them Kingston is the oldest. ‘‘ That famous 
piace called Kingston, in Surrey,’ as the 
chronicler of King Egbert in a.p. 838 de- 
scribes it, was long known not only as the 
residence but as the place of coronation of 
many kings of Wessex. 

In a continuous, unbroken corporate his- 
tory, such as Kingston’s, of over 1,100 years, 
there must surely have been an interesting 
succession of municipal homes, headed by the 
first Moot Hall of Saxon days and culminat- 
ing in the last offices, a comely Georgian 
house built in 1811, and recently demolished 
to provide a site for the new Guildhall. For 
many years the old premises had been 
entirely inadequate to house the necessary 
staff of the Corporation: even in 1883, 52 
years ago, the Town Council were busy con- 
sidering schemes for erecting larger offices 
which were then badly needed. Of late years 
the tremendous expansion of local govern- 
ment functions, with the consequent enlarge- 
ment of staff, has necessitated the occupation 
of several other premises elsewhere in the 
town; an expensive and inconvenient arrange- 
ment. Finally, in 1933 the Council decided, 


after considerable discussion and investiga-- 


tion of various alternatives, that the time 
had come when it was absolutely necessary 
to provide an entirely new building to meet 
adequately and economically modern needs, 
and (Mr. Maurice E. Webb, D.S.O., M.C., 
F.R.I.B.A., of the firm of Sir Aston Webb 
and Son, was commissionei to prepare alter- 
native sketch plans for the new Guildhall on 
the site of the old premises. In due course 
a scheme was selected, the estimates prepared, 
the necessary loan sanction obtained from 
the Ministry of Health, and eventually the 
old buildings were demolished and the new 
structure begun last year. The foundation 
stone was laid by the Mayor of the Borough 
on June 27, 1934, and this week the com- 
pleted building has been formally opened by 
H.R.H. Princess Alice, Countess of Athlone. 

The general lay-out of the building is in 
the form of a semi-circle; the main entrance, 
surmounted by a massive tower, being placed 
centrally on the circular side facing the old 
Market-place. At present it must be ad- 
mitted that the full effect of the circular 
front is considerably reduced by the . close 
proximity of other buildings, but it is under- 
stood that some of these are to be demolished, 
and the eventual substitution of a wide and 
open expanse of turf will permit the more 
comprehensive view of the main front on 
which such a plan-form depends for its full 
value. One’s first impression of the exterior 
as a whole is of its pleasant colouring : the 
brickwork is quiet and cool in tone, well- 
jointed, and the long regularly spaced lines 
of the fenestration give a simple and 
restrained effect to the radiating flanks. One 
may be tempted to wish that the large pedi- 
mented window over the main entrance might 
have been rather less insistent, but this is a 
personal criticism and, after all, one should 
not, perhaps, deprecate the obvious expression 


of a little civic pride in such a situation. The 


rear elevation—the straight side of the half- 
circle—is simple and well-balanced, with a 
row of equally spaced, tall windows lighting 
the apartments of the Council suite. The 
general impression of the exterior as a whole 
ls of a solid, substantial, well-built block, 
sensibly and economically contrived without 
needless frills, and yet not without a dignity 


befitting its purpose. It is interesting to 
note, in these days when steel-framed con- 
struction is becoming more and more gener- 
ally used for buildings of this size and 
character, that here Mr. Webb has chosen to 
use the older form of construction. His walls 
are as solid as they look; they themselves 
take the loads they have to bear; the Guild- 
hall is a traditional ‘‘ builder’s building,’’ and 
not an engineer’s structure thinly clad in a 
few inches of stone or brick or concrete. 
And, lest that phrase should be misunder- 
stood, one should perhaps add that though 
the steel-framed method of construction has 
many advantages in these days, Mr. Webb’s 
rejection of it in this instance is a timely 
reminder that it is still possible, sensible 
sometimes even yet, to rely on the older and 
more conservative methods without any loss 
of economy or efficiency. 

The plans reproduced in this issue will 
show the internal arrangements of the build- 
ing. From the main entrance under the 
tower, the principal staircase leads direct to 
the Council suite on the first floor, which 
occupies the whole length of the “ straight ”’ 
side of the building, at the rear. The stair- 
case hall is paved with Travertine, bor- 
dered and punctuated with bands of dark 
green slate : its walls are lined with polished 
Portland stone of a very pleasant colour 
and grain, very similar to Hopton Wood; 
whilst columns and pilasters are encased in 
Hornton stone. Grilles to the windows and 
balustrades of the staircase are of wrought 
metal painted blue, with touches of silver, 
and incorporate at intervals shields bearing 
the arms and emblems of many ancient kings 
who were crowned at Kingston. The general 
colour scheme is thus blue and silver and 
broken white, which is somewhat disturbed, 
however, by the rather muddy coloured Horn- 
ton of the columns and pilasters. 

At the head of the staircase and to the 
right is the Council Chamber, a well-propor- 
tioned and lofty room. Its floor is of Jarrah 
blocks, which are to be entirely covered with 
carpet: its plastered walls are divided into 
bays with simple pilasters inset; there is a 
raised dais at one end with desks and seat- 
ing of plain limed oak, and the lighting comes 
from tall windows along one side. The 
opposite wall contains a fine portrait of 
Queen Anne painted for Kingston by Sir 
Godfrey Kneller, flanked by panels bearing 
the names of Kingston’s Mayors for the last 
100 years. The general effect of white walls 
and ceiling and limed oak woodwork is bril- 
liantly decorated by the fixing, high up on 
each end wall, of carved coats of arms, 
appropriately painted and gilded. 

To the left are thrée committee rooms 
which, by means of sliding partitions which 
disappear through the floor, may be combined 
into one fine hall of excellent proportions. 
In detail and decoration this resembles the 
Council Chamber, with lighting along one 
side and white plastered walls divided into 
bays, but the floor is sprung for dancing, and 
laid with Tasmanian myrtle boards. A gal- 
lery is provided at one end. 

Beyond the Council Chamber is the mayor’s 
parlour, again floored with Tasmanian 
myrtle. Here the architect has allowed him- 
self to introduce a little touch of ‘‘ modern- 
istic ’’ effect in the shape of a large wall- 
mirror divided into squares which, though 
possibly attractive in some settings, here 
looks curiously flippant and out of place in 
an othemwise harmonious and restful interior. 
The remainder of the first floor is occupied 
by the town clerk’s offices and members’ 
rooms. The lofty room over the main en- 


trance contains, incidentally, framed on the 
wall, a section of old oak panelling, carved 
with the ancient rebus and other emblems 
of Kingston : 
earlier Guildha 

The departmental offices, as will be noted 
from the plans, are arranged mainly round 


peeremehhy a relic from an 


the curved wall of the main front, their divi- 


sions radiating from the central point. Con- 
veniently and economically planned and com- 
pactly segregated, each section is complete 
with its proper lavatories and cloak rooms. 
The corridors throughout have Travertin. 
paving and polished Portland dadoes, and are 
all well-lit. The second-floor offices are allo- 
cated to the Borough Surveyor and the Educa- 
tion Secretary, whilst those on the ground floor 
are occupied by the Borough Treasurer and 
the Medical Officer of Health. It should be 
noted that all the offices may be approached 
from separate entrances and staircases on the 
east and west flanks of the main front, as 
well as from the principal entrance. 


The greater part of the lower ground floor 
provides accommodation for the Law Courts 
and, their necessary appendages. All that 
was said, at the beginning of this article, 
about the inadequacy of the previous build 
ing for the needs of the Council and its 
officials applies in an equal if not greater 
degree to the Courts. The old premises con- 
sisted of two Courts, a grand jury room, and 
one magistrate’s room, and this was obliged 
to meet the requirements, with a_ hopeless 
inadequacy, of the Kingston Borough Bench, 
the Kingston Division of the County Bench, 
the County Court Judge and Registrar, and 
the Coroner, who not infrequently -had_sit- 
tings on the same day. There were no proper 
facilities for litigants, witnesses, lawyers, 
police or the general public. When one 
realises that the population of the area of 
the County Division and County Court juris- 
diction had almost exactly doubled during the 
thirty years prior to 1931, and that during 
that same period— apart from the large in- 
creases in other litigation—an entirely new 
class of offences arising out of the use of 
motor-cars had come into being, cases which 
now sometimes far outnumber the whole of 
the other prosecutions or actions in the 
Courts, we can begin to comprehend the 
necessity for extended premises at Kingston 
for the Law Courts. The new Guildhall pro- 
vides this very adequately. Besides the Courts 
themselves, there are comfortable and pleas- 
antly situated retiring rooms for magistrates 
overlooking the flower-bordered lawn at the 
rear, which has been laid out on the site of a 
demolished building: there are barristers’ 
and solicitors’ rooms, police rooms and ade- 
quate space for witnesses and members of the 
public who wish to attend. For the most 
part the woodwork on this floor is solid teak, 
though in the Courts and elsewhere certain 
fittings are in Australian silky oak. 


The writer noted in the Guildhall a few 
samples of really excellent graining on 
plastered dadoes. In one place teak is 
imitated, in another grey limed oak. ‘The 
colours and figures are reproduced so per- 
fectly that the eye is completely deceived, 
and it is only when one notices the absence 
of any vertical joints and realises the 
impossibility of obtaining one _ vertically 
grained dado board 15 or 18 ft. long that 
it dawns on one that it cannot be real wood. 
On these grounds, then, that there is no 
attempt to deceive and that the reproduction 
is really good, one does not cavil, but, on the 
contrary, feels inclined to congratulate both 
architect and craftsman. 


In all such technical equipment as the 
provision of internal telephones, indicator 
lights, insulation, acoustical correction and 
so forth, the Guildhall has been well served. 
It is, moreover, a building which, from its 
inherent qualities of solidity and _ straight- 
forward construction, free from experimental 
novelties, should have a proportionately low 
upkeep cost. 

Just a word should be added in conclusion 
about the electric lighting fittings—so often 
a very difficult problem to the architect. 
So-called ‘‘ period”’ . fittings for electric 
lighting are generally intolerable: the jagged 
splintered glass of the modernist designer 
is as absurd as the imitation candle of his 
predecessor! At Kingston Guildhall there 
are some very charming fittings which, 
without copying old forms, have 4 tasteful 
quality which seems too good to be modern!

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BISHOPSGATE CITY POLICE STATION 
AND HOSPITAL COMPETITION 


THERE was one reason, and one reason only, 
for holding this competition—the acquisition 
of plans for a building having the advantages 
of light, air and quietness—as much, that is, 
as circumstances will permit. The recent 
buildings which occupied this site were not 
worn out. As buildings go they were com- 
paratively new. But, through inappropriate 
planning, they were virtually unusable. They 
failed to provide those three essentials—light, 
air, and quietness. 

The site, long and narrow from east to 
west, is bounded on the northern side by a 
factory wall some 80ft. high, pierced by a 
few factory windows. It is not too much to 
say that single living-rooms and rooms of 
flats facing this wall would be practically un- 
inhabitable. They would have neither light 
nor air. Quietness is essential. Many of 
these rooms are intended for police officers 
engaged in night work. It must be remem- 
bered that their sleeping hours are day-time 
hours. The instructions issued to competitors 
stressed these requirements, but compara- 
tively few of the twenty-seven competitors 
fully realised their paramount importance. 

These exacting requirements and the con- 
ditions imposed by the nature of the site 
seem to permit, in principle, of only one 
solution to the problem facing the competi- 
tors. This is not a competition where 
generous circumstances allow a given problem 
to be met in varied ways, the assessment of 
whose merits or demerits is perhaps more 
dependent on a point of view than on a point 


of fact. No reasonably minded person will 
wish to quarrel with Mr. Austen Hall’s 
awards. 


The winners, Messrs. Vine & Vine (No. 25) 
have faced and met the conditions fairly 
with a design of notable directness and sim- 
plicity. By placing the main connecting 
corridor against the northern boundary of 


the site and planning the required accommo- 
dation in four blocks hung (as it were) from 
four points along this corridor’s southern wall 
they have extracted from the site all the 
light, air, and quietness that it has to give. 
Simply done, but architects will appreciate 
the thought that lies behind simplicity. Their 
plan is not free from defects, but there 
is no defect that further study will not easily 
remove. There is no private lavatory for 
inspectors; the men’s lavatory is too small; 
the internal planning of some of the flats 
might be improved, but here the designers 
were faced with the difficulty of fitting one 
kind of accommodation over other accommo- 
dation of an entirely different kind and scale. 
On the other hand, much of the detail plan- 
ning is remarkably good. The arrangement, 
for instance, of the unit containing the 
charge-room and cells could scarcely be 
bettered. The flat for the chief inspector, set 
back on the upper stories of the Bishopsgate 
front, is excellent. The easy exit from the 
garage is a point which a number of competi- 
tors did not achieve. The elevations are 
sober, well proportioned, suitable. Messrs. 
Vine & Vine are to be congratulated on a 
thoughtful and workmanlike design. 

Mr. E. Berry Webber (No. 9), who gains 
the second place, follows closely on the lines 
of the winning scheme. His principle is the 
same, his detail not quite so good. Even so, 
his design is good planning. Mr. Webber 
has arranged the principal accommodation to 
the south of the main corridor in five blocks, 
as against the winner’s four. But there is a 
certain amount of accommodation down the 
length of this corridor on its northern side, 


and by this degree he fails to extract from Undercroft of All Hallows, Barking. 


the site the maximum of that all-essential 
light, air, and quietness. This 
aside, his plan is remarkable for its direct- 
ness. He is to be congratulated especially on 
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his south elevation—a delightful piece of 
work—but it may be suggested that the large 
recessed arch emphasising the entrance from 
Bishopsgate is a little too pretentious for what 
lies behind it. 

Mr. Maurice G. Wardley (No. 18) wins the 
third premium with a careful and studied 
scheme. His design is right in principle, but 
the greater part of the accommodation is 
planned continuously along the length to the 
main corridor. This method, whilst leaving a 
considerable area of uninterrupted open 
space, darkens the corridor and appears to 
reduce the number of available windows as 
compared with that obtained by the methods 
adopted in the other two premiated designs. 

Of the other designs submitted, it may be 
said, in general, that they succeed or fail by 
the degree in which they provide, or fail to 
provide, habitable rooms with the maximum 
of light, air, and quietness. We make no 
apology for repeating that list of essential 
requirements. They are the raison d’étre of 
the competition. 

Many of the schemes exhibited show effi- 
cient and interesting points of planning, but, 
generally, the fundamental objection is there. 
Some, good in certain respects, lack the co- 
hesive simplicity of the premiated designs. 
Others present attractive elevations in a 
series of projects not remarkable for success- 
ful elevational treatment. 

Architects in general, and, we believe, com- 
petitors in particular, will applaud the win- 
ners. The promoters are to be congratulated 
on having obtained, by open competition, a 
highly successful solution to a problem of 
considerable difficulty.

SALISBURY CATHEDRAL. 


ARCHITECT’S REPORT ON FABRIC. 


Satissury Cathedral is in urgent need of 
work of reparation. It appears that the 
principal defects occur in the tower and 
spire and their supports, and the roofs and 
the masonry. Stone is decaying in various 
ways throughout the building. The repairs 
are estimated at £5,000, and an annual ex- 
penditure of £1,000 on current repairs is 
contemplated. 

These and other facts are included in a 
report which Mr. W. A. Forsyth, F.R.1.B.A., 
has submitted to the Dean and Chapter. 

At the commencement of his report Mr. 
Forsyth states that since his original survey 
and report in 1922 he has on many occasions 
looked at the condition of the weaker parts 
of the structure. ‘‘ From my recent exami- 
nation of those parts more especially,’ he 
proceeds, ‘‘I am glad to observe that, with 
one exception, there is little structural 
change to record. There is, of course, some 
slight superficial change to the external 
masonry which is inseparable from the 
natural erosion of stonework arising from 
climatic exposure and other causes. Gener- 
ally speaking, I find that the Cathedral 
building is well cared for so far as the re- 
sources of the Chapter permit; but it is 
inevitable that I should indicate instances 
where some repairs, difficult of access in some 
cases, will shortly be required, and which I 
recommended in 1922. 

‘*Tt is, however, to the central feature of 
tower and spire with their supports, to the 
roofs and to the masonry, that this report is 
mainly directed. One of the great problems 
in preserving the structure is of a two-fold 
character. There is a great quantity of 
wrought-iron fixing and reinforcement of the 
fourteenth, seventeenth and nineteenth cen- 
turies, all of which is vital to the mainten- 
ance of the masonry and to the great central 
tower. While it is necessary to secure the 
tensile strength of the metal, it is equally 
necessary to prevent by the rusting of the 
wrought iron any expanding movements 
which will disintegrate the masonry. I have 
noticed that in recent years very little repairs 
to the stonework have been carried out. I 
know that the income of the Chapter does 
not permit of heavy outlay for this work. 
At the same time, stone is decaying in various 
ways throughout the building. In a number 
of instances some stone is in danger of fall- 
ing, and that is almost entirely due to the 
expanding action of rusting wrought-iron 
dowels and cramps. It is remarkable how 
few structural settlements there are in a 
building of this date and character. This 
indicates that the core of the walls is good 
and reliable; also that the foundations are 
steady.”’ 


The Condition of the Spire. 

‘“‘ The spire,’’ continues the report, ‘‘ is in 
good external condition... . . It should be 
remembered that the iron cramps in the 
masonry of the upper levels have been re- 
moved and copper fixings substituted. This 
process should be continued in the lower 
stages. Internally the spire is satisfactory, 
save again for the action of rust from buried 
wrought-iron tie-rods. These members are 
stid to have been inserted by Sir Christopher 
Wren and are seen at a variety of levels at 
the base of the spire... . 

““The two stages of the tower below the 
spire,” says Mr. Forsyth, ‘‘ were added in 
the middle part of the fourteenth century. 
Here the tower is 33 ft. square and the walls 
are over 6ft. in thickness. The whole of this 
superstructure stands upon a hollow arcaded 
wall of the previous century or Early English 
period, and was never intended to take any 
such load. At that time some remarkable 
steps were taken to collect this superincum- 
bent weight and transfer it to earlier abut- 
ments which again were never designed for 
that work. . . . As this central load accumu- 
lated, so it proceeded to force the four main 
piers and foundations into the ground. The 
disturbance thus set up has had the effect of 


distorting the piers, tilting the bases and 
splitting the abutting walls. All this dis- 
placement is clearly visible from the floor 
level at the crossing. It should be borne in 
mind that this condition in the supports and 
abutments has not varied to any serious ex- 
tent for 500 years. 

‘‘The same state of stability cannot, how- 
ever, be assigned to the superstructure. . . 
In January, 1930, a tremendous gale struck 
the Cathedral, the wind velocity being gener- 
ally estimated at 100 miles an hour, and it 
had the inevitable effect of disclosing weak 
spots . In this case the sudden movement of 
the spire caused the stone newels of the 
spiral staircase to crack in several places. 
These staircases are continuous hollow 
features which by reason of the construction 
of the steps are not able to resist great lateral 
movements. The walls with which they are 
associated were not injured to the same 
extent, but it is clear that the tower was 
swayed slightly by the moving spire. I could 
not find any serious reaction in the lowest 
and earliest stage nor in its supports. On 
examining the. stone plinths of the main 
piers at the nave floor level I found some 
slight cracks. Cement tell-tales should be 
fixed in places that I have marked in chalk. 
These indicators should be dated at the time 
they are made and great care taken in their 
making. 

‘“‘The most vigilant care is necessary in 
watching the structural condition of the 
tower and spire and their supports. For 
this purpose many ‘tell-tales’ should be 
placed upon the fractures in order that 
further developments may be detected. Con- 
stant examination, both inside and out, 
should be made of the elaborate system of 
iron ties and bonding bars which have been 
inserted in the thirteenth-century or ‘ hollow- 
wall’ stage. The great tower and spire have 
stood for nearly 600 years. Their security 
rests entirely upon the strength of these 
bonding members. Upon the exterior of the 
tower very little superficial repair is neces- 
sary, and not immediate. 


The Roofs. 
‘* The lead-covered roofs are a great feature 


of the Cathedral. They are entirely con- 
structed of English oak, and, apart from 
their great scale possess, in the variety of 
their carpentry, impressive beauty. Comnpara- 
tively few of the medieval roofs remain; 
the Cathedral was generally re-roofed in the 
late seventeenth and early eighteenth centu- 
ries, when an extensive system of tie-beam 
construction was introduced. ... By good 
fortune, all the roof spaces are well lighted 
from gable windows; in recent years, follow- 
ing my earliest recommendations, ventilation 
has been admitted, and it is safe to say these 
two essential conditions have mainly contri- 
buted to the absence of decay and injury 
from the activities of the larger boring 
insects. I see no increased attack since my 
report in 1922. 


The Proposed Work of Repair. 

‘‘T have already indicated,” the report 
proceeds, ‘‘that efforts should be made con- 
tinuously to maintain the stone materials of 
the great fabric. This work of repair can 
be extended to the greater part of the ex- 
terior, and yet the operations .are never 
ended. There are, however, numerous open 
joints in copings, string-courses, label mould- 
ings, arches and ashlar. Very few of these 
are in a bad condition, but they will become 
so unless filled in properly with cement or lime 
mortar as the position requires. This pointing 
must be very carefully and thoroughly well 
done after adequate preparation. Cement 
can only be used in a weak mixture and in 
few places—mainly copings. . . . Structural 
work should be repaired before decorative 
features. As often as possible efforts should 
be made to remove deposits of soot. In many 
sheltered positions soot has accumulated, and, 
owing to its acid nature, has caused the stone 
to burst. It will be observed that the stone

is best preserved where it is exposed to rain; 
also that there are few, if any, cracks from 
foundation failure, but that they are all asso- 
ciated with thrusts and horizontal stresses. 


Formulated Recommendations. 

‘““As to my recommendations,’’ concludes 
the architect, ‘‘ I propose that they should be 
carried out in the following order :— 

‘*A.—In the first place, it is a matter of 
urgency that ‘ tell-tales’ should be applied to 
all the fractured stonework, and they should 
have dates incised in them. This can be 
done by the present staff of the Cathedral. 

‘*B.—The protection from fire in the choir 
roofs by disconnecting parts of the roof and 
adding ventilation. 

**C.—Repairs to the base of the spire, both 
in the stonework and also in the floor and 
feet of the scaffolding timbers, the gutters, 
etc. 

‘*D.—Repairs to the lead roofs, gutters, 
outlets, rainwater heads, down-pipes and 
drains. 

‘*E.—The bracing of the main roof tim- 
bers, additional light and ventilation in the 
roof spaces. 

‘*F.—Masonry repairs should be put in 
hand as soon as possible, and continued by a 
permanent staff. The cost of this is indefi- 
nite, and can best be done thoroughly and 
economically by the Chapter staff.”’ 


PLANNED HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT 


Tue future development of large estates 
along the lines of planned community centres 
was suggested by Mr. Stanley C. Ramsey, 
F.R.1.B.A., speaking at the annual conference 
of the National Association of Building 
Societies at Folkestone recently. 

There was, he submitted, no reason why 
the people of the towns, the suburbs, and the 
rural areas should not be housed in beautiful 
and well-built homes, planned as units of 
well-designed towns, suburbs and villages as 
good as, or better than, any other age had 
produced. ‘‘ Up to the beginning of the 
industrial period,’’ he said, ‘‘ any new build- 
ing or group of buildings was usually hailed 
as a delightful enrichment of the countryside. 
To-day building is for the most part looked 
upon as some sort of desecration. Yet many 
—probably the great majority—of the houses 
built for sale to-day are of an _ infinitely 
higher standard of construction than those of 
the pre-industrial period.”’ 

At present, he continued, one of the chief 
difficulties with which we had to contend was 
that the three principal agencies that should 
be used for the purpose of obtaining higher 
building standards had been working along 
different and, at times, divergent lines. 
“Until quite recently I think it would not 
be unfair to say that the building societies 
have been too much concerned with the 
financial aspect, which, of course, must 
always remain their chief consideration, but 
which cannot, I suggest, be divorced from 
other considerations. The builders have 
perhaps been too much concerned with the 
purely practical and material aspects of their 
problems, and the architects, the trained 
designers, have been far too much concerned 
with the purely esthetic side of building. 

He had sometimes felt, continued the 
speaker, that the outcry against ribbon 
development had been sharpened in_ its 
intensity by the character of the small villas 
and bungalows strung along these magnifi- 
cent arterial roads, which rivalled and sur- 
passed any of the roads so proudly planned 
by the ancient Romans. ' Some discerning 
critics had pointed out that the builder in 
humbler and more untrained fashion was only 
doing what the architect had already done. 
“He has,” concluded Mr. Ramsey, ‘‘ with 
his mock Tudor arrayed his modern creations 
in fancy dress—though sometimes of a rather 
tawdry. nature. It must be remembered that 
many of our estate developments are larger, 
considered as a social unit, than many of our 
villages, and the question at once presents 
itself as to whether the future development 
of such estates should not be along the lines 
of planned community centres...”

St. Augustine’s Church, Thorpe Bay. 

This church stands on an island site of 
about three-quarters of an acre at the inter- 
section of St. Augustine’s-avenue with 
Johnstone-road. It comprises a _ nave, 
chancel, vestries and tower, with temporary 
aisles to facilitate future extension. The 
whole of the walls (including those to the 
temporary aisles) are built of local yellow 
stock bricks faced externally with Sitting- 
bourne ‘‘ mulberry’”’ stock bricks, giving a 
pleasant mellow tint to the outside of the 
building. The walls throughout the interior 
of the church are plastered a warm cream 
tint. The nave has a clerestory carried on 
Bath stone arches and piers, and the arches 
and jambs to the tower, organ chamber, etc., 
are in similar stone. All windows in the 
nave and chancel and the two lower windows 
in the tower have Clipsham stone mullions, 
heads, jambs and cills. The windows in the 
sanctuary and the west end have arched 
traceried heads. All remaining windows 
have moulded brick mullions and heads. 

The design of the church follows the build- 
ing tradition of the 15th and 16th centuries, 
due regard being given to modern require- 
ments and the necessity for economy. Rein- 
forced concrete has been used for suspended 
floors and the roof of clergy vestry and 
tower. As there is no chancel arch, the roof 
over the nave and chancel is a continuous 
open timbered tie beam and king-post roof 
in Columbian pine, the tie beams being 
moulded and braced with moulded quadrant- 
shaped brackets. The purlins and ridge are 
also moulded, and the whole roof is covered 
with copper laid over ‘‘ Insulite ”’ and board- 
ing. The organ chamber has a similar roof, 
but the lean-to roofs of the temporary aisles 
are covered with red hand-made tiles. 

The floors throughout (except upper floors

In the course of an opening address, Mr. 
Tatchell said it gave him the greatest possible 
pleasure, as President of the Building Indus- 
tries National Council, to welcome the repre- 
sentatives of all branches of the building and 
allied industries. Having referred to the 
work of the Special Committee for Public 
Relations, the speaker said that special 
reports had been published bearing on the 
policy of the Committee, the chief being :— 

(a) THe Casg acainst ‘‘ Economy,”’ which, 
as its title indicated, dealt. very vividly 
with the effects of the slump and indicated 
the economic principles which should be 
followed to bring about industrial resuscita- 
tion, and 

(b) Tae Report on Lonc-Term Puvustic 

Works Poticy, which dealt more particu- 

larly with the financial and economic prin- 

ciples upon which public works could with 
advantage be developed in this country. 

Those present who had had the advantage 
of reading the latter Report would see that 
the Committee had made it very clear that 
they did not advocate what might be termed 
mere relief works undertaken irrespective of 
their utility or economic value because they 
provided a particularly large demand for gene- 
ral or unskilled labour. Criteria of an effective 
public works policy, based on economic con- 
siderations, were put forward clearly and 
their application to the present situation care- 
fully worked out. The Report, for the first 
time, lay down the financial and economic 
principles that must be adhered to if the 
advantages of public works were to be 
obtained to the full. 

The principles advocated in both those docu- 
ments had, in effect, been accepted by H.M. 
Government. That was clearly indicated by 
the announcement by the Ministry of Health 
of the end of the economy restrictions. As a

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consequence, loan sanctions for yg nore com- 
ing within the category of public works had 
already increased. The Treasury guarantee 
for borrowing for London transport develop. 
ments, the reopening of the London Market 
for Municipal Borrowing, and finally, the fact 
that local authorities were now preparing 
plans for capital expenditure in advance, 
were further instances of the application of 
the principles advocated by the Committee. 
The main publication, however, was ‘‘ The 
Building Industries Survey.”’ 

The Committee had no doubt that in course 
of time those financial interests which 
depended upon the sustained industrial 
development of the country would take even 
a wider and more detailed interest in the 
fortunes of the building industry, and would 
use increasingly the statistical information 
and services which were placed at the dis- 
posal of subscribers to ‘‘ The Survey.’’ No 
more important function could be performed 
by the Committee than the education of tiie 
financial and commercial interests of the 
country in the advantages of the increasinyly 
wide field of first-class security which build- 
ings of all kinds offered. 


Future Policy. 

Having briefly outlined the past work oi 
the Committee, the speaker said it was neces- 
sary to refer to the future work that the 
Committee felt should be undertaken, and 
it was to that aspect that he particularly 
desired to draw the attention of the Con- 
ference. It was one thing to initiate and 
foster an improvement or expansion of trade 
at a particular time when the level of activity 
was beiow the average, but it was'a different 
and much more difficult thing to maintain 
a comparatively high and stable level of 
activity in an industry over long periods of 
time. Jt was with this latter aspect that the 
Committee would be concerned in the future. 

On the building side, the industry had 
reached a fairly high level of economic 
activity. On the public works side, however. 
the same comparative level of activity had 
not yet -been reached. This position was 
paradoxical to a degree, since economic con- 
ditions favourable to building were also 
favourable to public works. The immediate 
task of the Committee was, therefore, two- 
fold, namely, to maintain the present level 
of activity in building and lift the level of 
activity in public works. Briefly, the imme- 
diate objectives of the Committee might be 
summarised as— 


(1) To maintain building activity in ali 
its branches at a level which would ensure 
the economic development of the industry 
on a progressive basis. 

(2) To foster the expansion of all forms 
of useful public works and to maintain 
activity in this section of the industry at 
a level in consonance with that in other 
sections. The paradox of high building 
activity and public works stagnation must 
be resolved. 

In order to do this effectively and to 
develop activity upon an organised basis, the 
Committee would seek to extend the informa- 
tion available upon which could be based 
a sound judgment of the needs and the 
general position of the industry as a whole, 
and of the relative position of the various 
sections and individual members. For the 
active prosecution of a policy of that kind 
it was necessary to keep in hand the meats 
of countering, as and when they occurred. 
those adverse developments which appeared 
to arise almost automatically in an improving 
industry. Perhaps the most important tet- 
dency to be guarded against in any industry 
which was experiencing any degree of pros 
perity was the feeling of lethargy and com 
placency leading to a lack of long-view policy. 

This was not necessarily a criticism. It 
arose naturally, since individual members of 
the industry at such times were quite rightly 
far more concerned in dealing with matters 
immediately before them, and had very little 
time to spend considering prospects very fat 
ahead. But the industry as a whole could do. 
by organisation, what the individual membe! 
could not reasonably expect to do, if it woul

set up the necessary machinery to conside) 
those matters of vital common concern and 
interest. lt was in that field of guiding and 
steering the course of the industry with a 
long view ahead that the most important func- 
tions of the Special Committee for Public 
Relations lay. 

The economic interdependence of indus- 
tries had become much. more extensive as 
time went on. The failures or hard times 
in one industry quickly reacted on another, 
and unless the industry had some means of 
watching and recording developments in 
other industries and the effect of their 
fortunes on their own particular industry, 
adverse reactions were likely to arise 
suddenly and to be all the more insidious 
in their effect by reason of the causes being 
remote and deep-seated. 


The National Aspect. 

There was a further aspect which was 
becoming more patent and, one might say, 
more potent, in the field of industrial 
activity during the past few years, and that 
was that most forms of industry were taking 
on what, he thought, might clearly be 
regarded as a national aspect. In short, the 
parochial or local mind in the industry was 
gradually being built up into a wider point 
of view—the view of the industry as a whole. 
This development of an industry point of 
view—of an “‘ industry consciousness ’’—was 
one of the most conspicuous and far-reaching 
developments of our time. It imposed on 
each industry of any size or importance the 
duty and responsibility of seeing that it had 
an adequate organisation to regulate its 
affairs and to enable it to take its due place 
in the councils of the nation. It was more 
than ever necessary for an industry to watch 
its interests as a unit, to establish and main- 
tain contact with Government Departments 
and place its views before the Government. 
And, more important still, it was the duty 
of a great industry, and particularly of a 
great industry such as that in which they 
were proud to serve, which consisted of 
many scattered units, to knit itself together 
by the exchange of information and the 
development of an adequate headquarters 
staff, into a unit initiating a common policy 
for the industry as a whole. - 

in that respect, the Special Committee for 
Public Relations could, in the future, act in 
an increasing capacity as the articulate voice 
of the Building Industries National Council 
and the industry as a whole. As a perma- 
nent part of the organisation of the industry, 
the fact that it was now established and well 
known, and its contacts with the Govern- 
ment and Government Departments, the 
ability of the Committee to serve the industry 
by en along those wider lines was 
undoubted. 

He appreciated that this was, necessarily, 
but a brief sketch of the national aspect of 
the building industry, but it was important 
that in thinking of future development we 
should think in a national sense from the 
‘industry ”’ point of view and not from a 
local or sectional standpoint. In short, the 
Committee felt there could be no doubt that 
the destiny of the industry would be very 
largely commensurate with the extent to 
which it developed as a national unit and an 
economic asset to the community. He had 
no hesitation in saying that in the whole of 
the country there was no greater economic 
asset than a well-employed building industry. 

The Committee proposed in the future to 
continue to pay the closest possible attention 
to the state of trade with a view to indicating 
the apparent linesof developmentand possible 
dangers in the situation. There were in the 
play of trade expansion, indicators which, if 
properly studied, indicated where such 
expansion was as sound or as economic as it 
might or should be.. The chief indicator in 
this respect was the eo level of employ- 
ment, evidence of hardening of price or 
alternatively of price-cutting, and, perhaps 
‘he most potent of all, evidence of what was 
in effect suicidal price competition among 
contractors; and. lastly, but of transcendent 
Imporiance in so many respects, the econo- 
mie standard of living of those who looked 
to the industry for employment. This 


moral obligation on the industry was an 
‘mnortant aspect which should not be over- 
icoked. 
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‘* Mushroom Speculators.” 

There were, however, other matters which 
must in the interests of the industry, be 
watched most carefully, not the least among 
them being what he would term the mush- 
room speculator in building properties, who 
seemed always to spring up when conditions 
in the industry were favourable, and who, in 
the past, he thought we could rightly claim, 
was one of the symptoms of the beginning of 
a decline. In short, we must not, if we could 
possibly avoid it, let any outside passing 
interest enter and take the cream of the 
trade, leaving those traditionally dependent 
on the industry with the possible sour milk 
of decline. 

In order adequately to carry out its func- 
tions, the Committee must also be in a 
position to undertake at any time, an ex- 
tensive campaign, should adverse develop- 
ments be encountered. With this object in 
mind the Committee were now appealing for 
funds to enable them to carry on and extend 
their work along the lines which he had indi- 
cated, and, if the volume of support was as 
great as it should be, to build up a reserve 
fund for contingencies. In this connection it 
must be recalled that the work already under- 
taken by the Committee, and which he had 
outlined, had cost rather less than £5,000: 

Increased commitments had been under- 
taken for economic and statistical. research 
work in connection with ‘‘ The Building In- 
dustries Survey,’ and the investigation into 
booms and slumps. An expansion of the 
Committee’s work into a wider field was 
also called for. But if support was forth- 
coming from the industry to the extent of 
say, £5,000 per annum, that only represented 
one twenty-thousandth part, or .005 per cent. 
of the increased turnover since the inception 
of the Committee. 

Sir Raymond Unwin then supported the 
address of the President, and moved the 
following resolution: ‘‘ That this Conference 
of representatives of the building and allied 
industries wholeheartedly approves the 
present and future policy of the Special 
Committee for Public Relations outlined by 
the President, as fulfilling an essential long- 
felt need, and considers it imperative that 
sufficient financial resources be made avail- 
able to enable the Committee, not only to 
carry out and extend its activities, but also 
to build up adequate funds so that appro- 
priate action may be taken, as and when 
contingencies arise, in the interests of the 
industry as a whole.’’ 

Mr. Howard Robertson seconded the reso- 
lution, and spoke in support of the address. 

Speakers in support of the resolution were, 
Sir Frederick . Minter, Lt.-Col. Rowe, Mr. 
F. G. Foster, and Mr. F. W. Stratton. 

The resolution was passed unanimously.

SOUTH WALES INSTITUTE OF

Visit to Sully Tuberculosis Hospital. 


A large party of members of the Cardiff 
Civic Society, the South Wales Institute of 


. Architects (Central Branch), and the Welsh 


School of Architecture, the Technical Col-’ 
lege, Cardiff, visited the tuberculosis hos- 
pital at Sully, near Cardiff, on the afternoon 
of Thursday, June 13. The party was wel- 
comed on its arrival by Alderman David 
Lewis, J.P., chairman of the Glamorgan 
County Council, and vice-chairman of the 
committee of the King Edward VII Welsh 
National Memorial ‘Association (for the pre- 
vention, treatment and abolition of tubercu- 
losis in Wales and Monmouthshire). Mr. 
W. 8S. Purchon, M.A., F.R.1.B.A., head of 
the Welsh School of Architecture, responded 
and expressed the thanks of the party for 
the arrangements which had been made for 
the visit by the Welsh National Memorial 
Association and Messrs. Pite, Son & Fair- 
weather (the architects). 


The party was conducted round the build- 
ing by Alderman David Lewis, J.P., Dr. 
William Davies, L.R.C.P., M.R.C.S. (the 
medical superintendent), Mr. G. H. Syden- 
ham, of the secretarial staff, Messrs. Plevin 
& Jenkins (consulting engineers), and Mr. 
A. H. Taylor (clerk of works). The mem- 
bers of the party were impressed by the 
beautiful site, the skilful plan of the build- 
ing, the many interesting fittings—including 
the cooking apparatus—and the various engt- 
neering services. 
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CONSTRUCTION OF WORKING-CLASS 
FLATS 


Departmental Committee’s Report. 


An Interim Report was published on Wed- 
nesday of the Departmental Committee 
appointed by the Minister of Health ‘“‘ to 
inquire and report upon materials and 
methods of construction suitable for the 
building of flats for the working classes.”’ 

Flats are already being erected by local 
authorities and housing associations in re- 
placement of slum houses, and increased 
activity in this direction is anticipated under 
the 1935 Housing Bill in dealing with the 
relief of overcrowding in central districts. 
The purpose of the Interim Report is to 
provide such guidance as is at present pos- 
sible on the available methods of construc- 
tion, leaving the results of the detailed 
investigations now in hand for the main 
report. 

In the introductory chapters to the report, 
the Committee discuss the basis for the 
measurement of the efficiency of construc- 
tional materials and the methods of assess- 
ment of comparative costs. They emphasise 
that the subject must be considered from a 
wide angle, taking into full account the 
desirability of securing adequate conditions 
of comfort for the occupants. 

Concerning themselves with blocks of flats 
not more than five stories high, and mainly 
with hazard to life, the Committee feel on 
the evidence they have obtained that the fire 
risks that have to be faced are negligible in 
ordinary areas covered by. permanently 
manned fire brigades. They therefore recom- 
mend that, under these conditions, and where 
adequate means of escape from fire are pro- 
vided, the rules of building practice should 
be so adjusted as to allow the use of struc- 
tural elements which provide fire resistance 
of one hour’s duration. (Grade D require- 
ments, British Standard Specification, No. 
476.) Pending full-scale tests, the Commit- 
tee indicate in the relevant paragraphs of 
their report those elements which in their 
opinion would meet the requirements. An 
important particular case is that of the 
steel-framed building where the Committee 
express the view that the concrete or other 
encasement insisted upon in normal practice 
may be omitted if the steel members are built 
into the walls, floors, or partitions, or the 
exposed portions covered with carefully speci- 
fied plaster or other approved coating spaced 
away from the steel. 


Combating Noise. 

The Committee urge that every effort must 
be made to combat the noise nuisance. They 
stress the difficulty of the acoustic problem, 
and refer to investigations on test walls and 
floors which are being undertaken on their 
behalf by the Department of Scientific and 


Industrial Research. They record the opinion - 


that the sound reduction capacity of a dividing 
wall between flats should be equivalent at 
least to that of an 84-inch brick wall plas- 
tered on both sides. The transmission of 
impact noises on floors may be minimised by 
suitable insulation of the wearing surface, 
and by a break of continuity in the floor sys- 
tem between dwellings. 

In referring to the serious character of 
infestation of building by the bed bug, the 
Committee indicate some elementary precau- 
tions that should be taken to prevent cracks 
and cavities that would serve as harbourages. 
In their view the best general procedure is 
to disinfect the tenants and their furniture 
where necessary before entering into a new 
dwelling and thereafter to maintain strict 
supervision. 

e Committee point out the numerous 
difficulties that arise in attempting to esti- 
mate comparative costs of different materials 
and processes of construction, and they out- 
line the results of their review of existing 
typical buildings. To secure a more definite 
measure of cost, the Committee have adopted 
a scheme for obtaining costs of different forms 
of construction on a uniform basis in. terms 


of a unit five-story block. Estimators are 
allowed full freedom in advancing proposals, 
and the Committee seek to encourage those 
with new ideas to submit them for precise 
examination. 

The Report includes a review of the general 
forms of construction with suggestions as tw 
directions in which increased economy and 
efficiency seem in the Committee’s view to be 
possible. It deals in some detail with 
materials and systems used in external wall- 
ing, internal walls, floors, floor coverings, 
ceilings and wall finishes, roofs, stairs and 
staircases, galleries, balconies, fireplaces, etc., 
and with such miscellaneous items as — 
rails, curtain rods, doors, windows, cupboards, 
sanitary fittings and hardware. Although 
within their terms of reference the Committee 
are strictly only concerned with equipment 
and associated amenities in so far as they 
affect the structure and the costs of build- 
ing, they take the opportunity of submitting 
some general views on these matters. 

It will be seen from the foregoing that the 
Committee’s Interim Report represents a 
definite step forward in presenting for the 
information of local authorities and others 
concerned a summary of existing knowledge 
on the subject of block dwelling construction. 
This report and the further investigations of 
the Committee will, it is hoped, lead to 
results of direct practical utility. 


LAW REPORTS 


CHANCERY DIVISION. 
Before Mr. Justice CLAvUSON. 

QUALIFYING EXAMINATIONS. UNDER 
THE ARCHITECTS’ REGISTRATION ACT, 
1931. 

The {ncorporated Association of Architects 
and Surveyors v. the Architects’ Registration 
Council of the United Kingdom. 


In this case the plaintiffs, the Incorporated 
Association. of Architects and Surveyors, of 
43, Grosvenor-place, 8S.W., by summons asked 
for the following relief :— 


(1) That it might be declared that accord- 
ing to the true construction of the Architects’ 
Registration. Act, 1931, the defendants, the 
Architects’ Registration Council of the United 
Kingdom, have power to recognise for the pur- 
pose of qualification for the registration of 
@ person as a registered architect under the 
provisions of the Act an examination in 
architecture the recognition of which has not 
been recommended to the Council by the 
Board of Architectural Education; and (2) 
that the plaintiffs have a right to have the 
examinations in architecture conducted and 
held by them consideréd by the Council for 
such recognition, 

‘Mr.’ H. O. Danckwerts appeared for ‘the 
plaintiffs, and Mr. W. M. Hunt’ for the 
defendant Council. 

At the conclusion of the arguments the 
Judge granted the plaintiffs the first declara- 
tion for which they asked, but not the second. 

In giving judgment, he said that the de- 
fendant Council was established under the 
Act and it was their duty to set up a 
register. It was a duty of the Board of Archi- 
tectural Education—which consisted to some 
extent as nominees of those engaged in teach- 
ing architecture and the remainder of 
nominees of those engaged in other educational 
work—to recommend examinations which 
should be regarded as qualification for inclu- 
sion in the register. He held that according 
to the true construction of the Act the 
plaintiffs were entitled to their first declara- 
tion, With regard to the second, the 
plaintiffs were a body who thought the Board 
ought to recognise their examinations, and 
the Board had refused to recognise them. The 
plaintiffs had no power in the matter, and the 
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declaration which they asked for could not be 
granted. 

His lordship added that there was no evi- 
dence that the Council did not wish to adopt 
the recommendations of the Board,-and if the 
Council did not desire to recommend the 
plaintiffs’ examinations they had no need to 
do so. He could not see that the obtaining of 
the first declaration for which they asked 
would do the plaintiff any good. In the 
circumstances there would be no order as to 
costs. 


Suppury (Surrotk) Country Court. 
Before His Honour Jupce Hipestey. 


ACTION AGAINST — IPSWICH 
ARCHITECTS. 


At Sudbury County Court, recently, 
Messrs. M. G. Gooday, Ltd., builders, 36, 
Friars-street, Sudbury, sued Messrs. Johns 
and Slater, architects, Lower Brook-street, 
Ipswich, for £15 15s., for preparing price 
estimate, preparing to commence work, and 
carting materials and plant to a job and 
removal of these upon the order being 
cancelled. 

Mr. Slater, who said he was Chairman of 
the Suffolk Association of Architects, stated 
that Mr. G. Gooday wrote with regard 
to tendering for certain work, and_ subse- 
quently he was afforded the opportunity 
of doing so. He was asked to supply a de- 
tailed copy of his estimate. No verbal order 
was given him to start work, and later the 
same month the detailed estimate was re- 
ceived from Mr. Gooday, who also suggested 
certain terms of payment. Mr. Gooday also 
wrote that arrangements were being made 
to start work, whereupon witness wrote ask- 
ing him not to. prepare for work. Subse- 
quently a claim was received from the plain- 
tiffs claiming expenses for things carted on to 
the site. 

His Honour gave judgment for defendants, 
with costs. 


Court oF APPEAL. 


Before Lorps Justices GREER, SLESSER and 
RocHe. 


APPEAL UNDER THE HOUSING ACTS, 
1925 TO 1930. 


Kingston-on-Thames Canbury-passage 
Clearance Order, 1934. 


In this case, Mr. H. J. Offer, a builder, of 
Hampton Wick, Middlesex, and his.wife, Mrs. 
Vera Jenny Offer, the owners of property in 
the Canbury-passage area, Kingston-on- 
Thames, appealed from a judgment of Mr. 
Justice Swift in the King’s Bench Division, 
dismissing their appeal from an order of the 
Minister of Health as to the inclusion of their 
property in the clearance order at the public 
inquiry. 

The appellants’ case was that at the public 
inquiry it transpired that before the area had 
been made the subject of the clearance order 
the senior housing inspector had visited the 
area and commented that it contained a 
class of house which the local authority could 
deal with under the Act of 1930. Following 
that, the local council proposed the 
clearance scheme. The appellants’ case, 
shortly stated, was that the Minister, having 
regard to his judicial position, could not give 
such advice when it concerned a matter on 
which later he was to adjudicate judicially. 
Mr. Justice Swift dismissed the appeal of Mr. 
and Mrs. Offer, holding that the Minister 
had a duty to advise local authorities as to 
the scope and operation of the Act, and from 
this result the present appeal was brought. 

(The proceedings before Mr. Justice Swift 
were reported in 7'he Builder of March 1, 
1935.) 

Mr. H. A. Hill, having addressed the Court 
on behalf of the appellants, submitting that 
what the Ministry had done was ultra vires, 
the Lords Justices, without calling upon the 
Solicitor-General_ (Sir Donald Somervell, 
K.C.), who represented the Ministry of 


Health, upheld the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Swift and dismissed the appeal with costs. 
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THE WEEK IN PARLIAMENT 


Building By-Laws. 

After the London Building Act (Amend- 
ment) Bill had been read a second time in 
the House of Commons, Mr. MiutcHeson 
moved an instruction to the Private Bill Com- 


’ mittee which is to consider the Bill to insert 


provisions that no by-laws may be made 
under the Bill without the sanction of the 
appropriate Minister. While congratulating 
the L.C.C. on their desire to bring their by- 
laws up to date so as to take the fullest ad- 
vantage of scientific development in the plan- 
ning and construction of streets and build- 
ings, he suggested that they were seeking to 
bring in a very serious precedent by en- 
deavouring to avoid the sanction of the 
Minister of Health in their by-laws. 

Mr. Croom-JoHNSON, who seconded the 
motion, said that this Bill in its main provi- 
sions was long overdue. The main purpose 
was to confer on the L.C.C. the right to say 
that those sections of the London Buildmg 
Acts which dealt with the methods of con- 
struction of London buildings should be 
amended by by-laws which could be made 
without the constant necessity of coming back 
to Parliament in order to get the regulations 
and the provisions of the Statutes brought up 
to date. But it was unfortunate that a com- 
plete departure was proposed in the form in 
which these by-laws were to be carried. 

Mr. Settey, speaking as one who had had 
40 years’ practical experience as a London 
builder, related some of the difficulties which 
he believed that by-laws made by the L.C.C. 
under this Bill would obviate. He said that 
when they were searching for cheap building 
material after the War, the then Minister 
gave sanction for a variation of the by-laws. 
He believed that under one Housing Act it 
was laid down that any private builder could 
bring forward a case for relaxation. At the 
present moment in London it was laid down 
in the London Building Acts that footings 
under a house must be possessed by every 
house. Parapet walls and heights of ceilings 
were all regulated by Acts of Parliament. 
Hundreds of builders had sent applications to 
County Hall, provided plans, appealed for 
relaxation of those parts of the Act and built 
their houses and had them occupied long 
before the Council got the application for 
relaxation. 

That was only one side. Let them take 
another. The great industry of building had 
progressed very far during the last 30 or 40 
years, but what had been the difficulty of 
the industry? In every case where any 
modification or alteration of methods of 
building was required it had to be worked 
out with officers of the County Council and 
district surveyors, who were called on to 
administer the Act, and they had to get’ 
instructions from the County Hall, because 
there was really nothing to guide them. He 
sat on that Committee which was drafting 
the new amendment of the London Building 
Act. It was a body composed partly of 
members of the County Council and partly 
of engineers, architects, surveyors, and all 
those best qualified to judge on the matter, 
and they were unanimous in asking the 
Council to promote legislation of the kind 
under consideration. One particular build- 
ing came to his mind—Shell-Mex House. 
If the findings of this Committee had been 
verified before that building was erected they 
would probably have saved from £10,000 to 
£15,000 on the additional strength of steel 
and material that were put into it. The 
L.C.C. had had 50,000 applications a year 
passing through its Building Acts Committee, 
and he knew of no single case in or outside 
the trade which had raised or was likely to 
raise any objection to what was now being 
asked of the House. It was the unanimous 
wish of all those who were brought into con- 
tact with the great organisation that some 
speedier method of getting through should 
be at their service. 

Mr. G. R. Srravss said that London had 
been debarred from the benefit of the inven- 
tions and discoveries which had so much im- 
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proved the technique of building in recent 
years. Accordingly, in 1931, the L.C.C. set 
up a very expert committee, consisting partly 
of members of the Council, but very largely 
of experts outside, to consider the whole 
problem. They reported that the Council 
should take the first possible opportunity of 
bringing before Parliament a Bill which 
would enable the Council to control the 
building of London by by-laws instead of by 
Statute. Under the new procedure the Coun- 
cil would draw up by-laws which had to be 
advertised in a public paper for two months. 
If, during that period, no objection was 
taken, the by-law came into force, but the 
Council had to send the by-laws to the Secre- 
tary of State, to the Common Council, the 
Council of every Metropolitan Borough, the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners, the Royal In- 
stitute of British Architects, the Chartered 
Surveyors’ Institution, the Incorporated 
Association of Architects and Surveyors, the 
Institution of Civil Engineers, the London 
Chamber of Commerce, the Institute of 
Builders, and the London Master Builders’ 
Association. The House might be assured 
that those bodies would look minutely at 
every by-law that was proposed, and if none 
of those bodies was able to find a flaw in 
the by-laws they might be sure that they 
were agreed to by the unanimous consent of 
all the building interests of London. 

Mr. D. G. Somerviize said he did not 
think the House realised the position of the 
building industry in London to-day. It was 
in 1909 that a regulation was passed making 
steel-frame buildings possible. In 1926 the 
London County Council were given general 
powers, under the General Powers Act of 
that year, to make regulations with regard 
to buildings of reinforced concrete. This was 
1935, and building science and engineering 
science had advanced with great strides. The 
position to-day was that if they submitted 
a plan to the Council for a structure which 
was not a standard structure, the surveyor 
who was responsible for the inspection of all 
such buildings could not deal with that 
matter. One had to send an application to 
the L.C.C. and submit plans. That meant 
a delay of three, four, or even six or seven 
weeks before one got consent or refusal. The 
result was that building was held up. These 
by-laws, having been carefully considered by 
the L.C.C. after consultation with experts, 
ought. to be adopted, so that any building- 
owner, architect or engineer could immedi- 
ately see what he was entitled to do in 
London in the matter of building and put 
forward his plans in conformity with the by- 
laws instead of having to make application 
to the district surveyor and then to the 
L.C.C. before he could proceed with his 
work. 

Sm K. Woop, the Minister of Health, 
welcomed the proposal in the Bill. 

The motion for an instruction was with- 
drawn.

in tower and the chancel and vestry passages) 
are covered with polished oak and pine wood’ 
blocks, laid by Messrs. Horsley, Smith and 
Co. (London), Ltd. The chancel and 
sanctuary are paved with 12-in. red quarries, 
the steps to sanctuary and altar being in 
Ancaster stone. 

The church is heated by ‘‘ Thermidair ”’ 
electric heaters, but provision is made for 
“* Unity ”’ tubular heaters on the cills of the 
clerestory windows, if found necessary. The 
artificial lighting is by oak pendant’ electric 
light fittings on chains hung from the roof, 
and the whole electric installation has been 
carried out by Messrs. Halseys, of Southend. 

The choir and clergy stalls and sanctuary 
chairs and prayer deake were made in 1926 
and used in the temporary church until 
brought into the new church. The oak 
‘‘ Testor ’’-headed reredos and oak and 
wrot-iron screen, made in 1920, were also 
brought over from the temporary church and 
fixed temporarily in the north aisle of the 
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new church until the new chapel is built. 
The oak pulpit and lectern and the choir 
stalls were made by Messrs. Cornish and 
Gaymer, of North alsham, and the oak 
reredos by Messrs. Ratter and Kett, of Cam- 
bridge. The brass candlesticks on the altar 
are 17th century. The altar cross and altar 
hangings were made by the Warham Guild, 
Ltd. The south window in the sanctuary 
has been filled in with stained glass designed 
and made by Messrs. James Powell and Sons 
(Whitefriars), Ltd. The plaster panels 
under the cill of the east window were 
modelled by Messrs. E. J. and A. T. Brad- 
ford, of Borough-road, London, 8.E.1. 

The seating accommodation of the church 
is 308, which can be increased on festivals 
to about 400; it will be possible, however, 
by an aisles.and building a chapel 
to increase the seating capacity to over 500. 

There are three separate vestries—for choir 
men and boys, choir ladies, and clergy re- 


spectively. The organ is by Messrs. William 
Hill and Son and Norman and Beard, Ltd., 
of London. The tower has a_ringin 


chamber and belfry capable of taking a pea 
of bells. 

The amount of the contract for the whole 
of the building, including ‘heating and _light- 
ing, but excluding furniture, was £8,507. 
The building contractors are Messrs. Myall 
Brothers., of Shenfield and Southend-on-Sea. 
The excellent workmanship in all trades 
reflects considerable credit on the craftsmen 
who were employed and who have all shown 
a keen interest in their work. The whole of 
the stonework has been carried out by 
Messrs. John Bysouth, Ltd., of Tottenham, 
N.15. The -leaded lights to all windows 
(except the stained glass) were by the St. 
Anne’s Manufacturing Company, of South- 
church-avenue, Southend-on-Sea. 

The architect is Mr. Henry W. Allardyce, 
F.R.I.B.A., of Barking, Essex. Sir Charles 
A. Nicholson, Bart., M.A., F.R.LB.A., 
kindly acted as honorary consulting archi- 
tect, and his helpful advice has been greatly 
appreciated.

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THE BUILDING TRADE 


BUILDING BY-LAWS—1. 
By B. PRICE DAVIES, F.S.I., M.T.P.I. 
(Author of “Estimating for Buildings and Public Works.”’) 


PART I.—INTRODUCTION. 


Tue Model Series of Building By-laws were 
revised by the Minister of Health during 
1934, and it was necessary for the writer to 
revise the building by-laws of his district 
from the basis of the Minister’s model. The 
Minister of Health issues three model series, 
the first being suitable for a large city, the 
second for the usual type of small borough 
or urban district, and the third for the rural 
district. There is not a lot more in the first 
than there is in the second. In fact, the dif- 
ference in the recent series is confined largely 
to giving the sizes of walls in the former. 
There is, however, a great deal more in the 
second than there is in the third, for the 
degree of building control in a rural area is 
not considered to be so essential as it is in an 
urban area. The second series are those of 
most general use, and the writer has based 
these notes upon that series. 

The by-laws will have cross-headings with a 
view to facilitating reference, for without 
such aids the search for a particular item is 
often one of much difficulty. In a legal sense, 
side paragraphs or explanatory notes do not 
replace the by-laws, and the final word in 
any dispute is to be found in the wording of 
the by-laws themselves. 


The numbers éf the model series are given 
as well as the altered numbers of the revised 
series. Reference to by-law 10/11, for 
instance, means number 10 in the model series 
and number 11 in the revised series. 


These revised by-laws have been framed on 
the Model By-laws Series IVc (Intermediate 
Series), issued by the Ministry of Health 
during 1934, and alterations, additions and 
omissions (which will be indicated as such in 
the notes) have had to be sanctioned at every 
step by the Ministry. Such alterations, etc., 
are not met with much enthusiasm by the 
Ministry of Health, and those refused are not 
quoted. 

There are pertinent reasons for this atti. 
tude; firstly, there is the desire to have a 
general basis of by-laws which are uniform 
and consistent for the whole of the country: 
this is distinctly advantageous for architects 
and builders who carry out works in various 
districts, for they can rely on the basic stan- 
dard being the same wherever they build; 
secondly, there is the wide and varied ex- 
perience of the whole country behind the 
model series, and tradition in the ancient art 
or science of building counts for a good deal. 


On the other hand, there are distinct varia- 
tions in local experiences. Climatic condi- 
tions are an instance, the rainfall for Scot- 
land, the Lake District and Wales being 
about five times as much as that of districts in 
the south and east of England; variation of 
temperatures is often surprising, for it is 
found during winter months that some of the 
districts having most rain are less cold than 
the drier districts. 

Geological formation and availability of 
local supplies of material influence building 
operations considerably, although with the 
development of modern transport the latter is 
less of a factor than it was a few decades 
ago. 

Then, again, the traditional design of build- 
ings in a district will call for its own treat- 
ment, and the restriction of by-laws is often 
detrimental to traditional expression. There 
are no building by-laws in force in a famous 
historical city on account of this restrictive 
tendency. Other less important reasons could 
be cited, and it will be seen that the revision 
of the model by-laws to suit local conditions 
is no easy task. 

The purposes of the building by-laws are 
definite and laudable. This is more evident 


in a town which is able to show the sunless 
and unhealthy congestion of a pre-by-law 
period than in a town which has developed 


since by-laws have been enforced. Nor are 
the isolated whitewashed cottages of a cen- 
tury ago free from similar criticism; tuber- 
culosis, sickness and mortality returns in some 
districts indicate that however charming and 
‘* old-world ’’ the cottages may appear to be, 
many of them are ‘‘ whited sepulchres.”’ 

The purposes of building by-laws are based 
upon the needs of communal life and make 
for safety with regard to the stability of struc- 
tures, for safety in public health, and for 
safety in case of fire. These are the three 
chief purposes of the by-laws. These prin- 
ciples are borne out in the way that the 
Ministry of Health issues model by-laws in 
three series. As the development of com- 
munal life increases, so does the responsibility 
of the builder increase when he erects his 
building, and that of the local authority 
which controls such erection. 

The building by-laws do not control design 
with a direct desire to bring about pleasing 
appearances. It can be shown that there is 
oftentimes a definite clash in such purposes, 
and it is left for town planning to do what 
it can in the direction of design. 

The chief purposes of the building by-laws 
are to ensure that structures are soundly and 
stably erected, that they are so constructed 
that they are not liable to destruction by fire, 
that if an outbreak of fire does take place 
it is confined to those premises, that the 
health of the occupants of the buildings do 
not suffer unduly by the arrangement of the 
rooms, and that sanitation is given its proper 
consideration. Sanitation includes many 
items, such as ventilation of rooms, windows, 
drains, sanitary fittings, dampness of walls, 
and air-spaces around the buildings. 

The arrangement of these notes will not 
follow the sequence of the by-laws, but that 
of grouped arrangement. They will try to 
help by indicating step by step what is re- 
quired from the by-law point of view, and 
will link up some matters not dealt with in 
the by-laws. Such matters will be found to 
be kindred to them in many ways. 

The writer will endeavour to put himself 
in sympathy with all persons who are con- 
cerned with the onerous task of building, 
whether it be the owner of the land, the 
estate surveyor, the building client, the archi- 
tect who designs, the builder who erects, and 
the occupier. He may have some sympathy 
for the public official who usually inspects 
and submits the proposals to the local autho- 
rity (or local seul, for the town-planning 
official who thas a similar task to perform, 
and for the local council which eventually 
approves or disapproves the proposals. 

“he writer has the advantage of having 
personal experience in practically all these 
positions himself, and he will try to balance 
up matters as fairly as he can. A greater 
advantage has been to obtain the services of 
his old friend and colleague, Mr. David Hop- 
kins, Chief Building Inspector, of the City 
Engineer’s Department, Cardiff, as a reviewer 
of the manuscript. Mr. Hopkins has a 
specialised knowledge of the subject, which 
extends over a long period, and the writer’s 
grateful acknowledgements are due to him for 
his willing and able criticisms. 

Legal ‘‘ chapter and verse ’’ for these ex- 
planatory notes will be avoided, with a view 
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of simplifying as much as possible the com- 
plicated task of erecting buildings in days of 
much legislation. 


PART I1.—THE SITE. 


The basis of erection under general discus- 
sion is that which is most common, namely, 
the erection of houses of the small type on a 
new site for building. The definition of 
‘** domestic building ’’ of the by-laws includes 
this type of structure, although it is given 
another sub-title of a ‘‘ building used prin- 
cipally or wholly for human habitation.”’ 

Buildings which are regarded as ‘‘ domestic 
buildings,’ but not as ‘‘ buildings used prin- 
cipally or wholly for human habitation,’’ are 
lock-up shops, offices and the like, or, in the 
words of the by-laws, ‘‘any other building 
not being a public building or of the ware- 
house class.’’ These distinctions are very im- 
portant from an “‘ open space ”’ point of view, 
and consequently affect the siting of a pro- 
posed erection, 


We will assume that a builder is lookin 
for a site upon which to erect houses, an 
that he is satisfied that a location is suitable 
for transport and like facilities. He has then 
to consider the precautions which are neces- 
sary before he decides finally upon the acqui- 
sition of the site. 


First of all there are the shape and nature 
of the ground to consider. The shape of the 
land will indicate the possibilities as to the 
placing of his buildings; a site of general 
suitability is one which rises away from the 
front road to the position of the houses and 
then falls away to the rear. See Fig. No. 1. 
The crown of the ridge should be fairly level 
in longitudinal section. In such a case the 
houses are erected on a mound so that no 
water from adjoining land flows over the 
actual site of the house from either front or 
rear. It also has the advantage of being 
able to drain into a sewer either to the front 
or to the rear. In this way the sewer can be 
in either position, for there will be sufficient 
fall for the drains in either direction. In 
some districts rain-water is forbidden access 
to the foul sewer, in which case the roof 
water may be allowed to empty either to the 
road or to the rear, or to both; or, again, it 
can be connected to a surface water sewer. 


The shape of the ground, whatever it is, 
affects its drainage possibilities, and there are 
other items to consider as well. There is the 
matter of access, for the land may rise too 
steeply or fall too quickly, and make access 
impracticable or uneconomical. Steps are not 
looked upon with too much favour, and easy 
access for a ‘‘ pram ”’ or a motor-car is now of 
much importance. 

Then there is the matter of site excavation 
or site filling, with the attendant expense. 
If the excavation is in rock, as is quite com- 
mon in some districts, the cost of site level- 
ling is out of all proportion to the value of 
the house, while retaining walls and steps are 
other expensive items. 


The nature of the ground is very important, 
a dry compact gravel being mostly, favoured. 
Clay has many disadvantages, the chief being 
its coldness, its dampness, its contraction 
during prolonged periods of drought and dur- 
ing the course of local excavations, and also 
its inclination to slide if deprived of sup- 
port. An instance of the latter would be a 
deep trench below and near the foundations of 
a building, and this will be dealt’ with more 
fully later. 

Before leaving Fig. No. 1, a few of the 
definitions can be referred to. The diagram 
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shows the relationship of the road to the site, 
with footways, carriageways, kerb-lines, back- 
lines, and open spaces indicated. The open 
spaces in front and rear are of great impor- 
tance from a by-law point of view, and there- 
fore important in respect of the acquisition of 
a site. The extreme points of a road in sec- 
tion are ‘known as the ‘‘ back-lines’’ of the 
road, and from these to the main wall of the 
building a space is generally insisted upon, 
either + the landowners or by the local 
authorities, or by both. The position of the 
building line, beyond which the main build- 
ings are not to come (and even minor pro- 
jections in some cases), should be known be- 
fore a site is acquired. The rear open space 
should be known also, and this is generally 
a by-law requirement. 

Before acquiring a site, a builder should 
know of all the restrictions which ‘“‘ go with 
the land’’ (and which will be embodied in 
the transfer deeds), as well as the restrictions 
of the local authority. The landowner may 
prescribe a building line and restrict the site 
to a certain class of building; he may ey 
the minimum value of the oo building, 
its shape, and even the height, design and 
classes of materials to be used. There may be 
charges on the land, such as payments for the 
development of roads and sewers or for drain- 
ing the land. 

Then there may be water-courses across or 
along it, and it is a general rule that no one 
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can prevent water flowing on to his land from 
other land if it has always done so in the 


past. The erection and maintenance of fences 
are further considerations. 


Easements should not be forgotten. A 
Water, Gas, Electricity or Government Autho- 
rity may have acquired a _— to lay a main 
or cable through a site, and these must not 
be interfered with; if disturbed, then this is 
generally at the expense of the person who 
disturbs them. Positions of sewers should 
also be known, for these, as a general rule, 
are not to be built upon. The right of light 
is another item to remember, although this 
is rarely met with on new sites. 

The existence of: public services, such as 
water supplies, gas and electricity, should be 
known, and, if not existent, then the possi- 
bility of getting them. Water is essential, 
and the local authority can _— the occu- 
pation of a house if a suitable supply is not 
available. 

If sewers are not existent, nor likely to be, 
then it will be essential to provide a cesspool 
or a septic tank at least S0ft. away from 
the house, while the location of-possible other 
ne cesspools should be known. 
This generally means sufficient rear space to 
allow for it, and the precaution that the over- 
flow of the cesspool does not flow back to the 
house (or to anybody else’s either) is very 
necessary.
